Rescue Crews Fighting to 
Reach Victims Below 
Fourth Level. 


Birmingham, Ala., Nov. i—fiighteen 
negroes and nine white men entombed 
in the Bessie mines of the Sloss Shef- 
field Steel and Iron company, twenty 
miles west of here are believed to have 
lost their lives early today by an ex- 
plosion, said to have been caused by 
gas. 


Two bodies of unidentified negroes 
have been brought to the surface. Res- 
cue crews from government and state 
mine bureaus are at work trying to 
reach the men. 
Two white men and 
three negroes escaped injury by work- 
ing their way through the ilebris which 
the blast caused in the opening. 


The explosion occurred below the 
fourth level of the mine and was of 
such force that the mouth was con- 
sideraby damaged and a number of 
cars were wrecked in the mine tipple.

Greenore, Ireland, for Holyhead, Wales,

Carringford bay, with the British steam- 
ship Retriever, laden wth coal. 


Both vessels sank immediately, witli 
a nestimated loss of life of about 100. 


Of the fifty passengers and crew of 
thirty-one aboard the Connemara, thera 
is only

survivor.

certain there were no Americans on 
board. The entire crew of the Retriever 
was lost.

dent's trips were as long as those of his 
rival and most of them were made to 
some specific point for the specific pur- 
pose of delivering one principal address.

New Loan.to Russia Injects 
Lively Sort of Com- 
petition. 


New York, Nov. 4.—The^ competition of 
negotiations with the Russian government 
for a .$50,000,000 five year 
per cent 
loan by a banking syndicate headed by 
the National City company which is con- 
trolled by the National City bank, brings 
the total 
borrowings here 
of foreign 
countries with the exception of South 
Amcrica 
to 
more 
than 
§3,000,000,000. 
Negotiations for the present Russian loan 
covered a period of more than 
three 
months and at one time, it is said, a 
loan of as high as $150,000,000 was con- 
sidered by American bankers. 
The for- 
mer Ru.ssian loan e-stablish^d a credit in 
this country for $50,000,000 which was to 
run for three years. 
Simultaneously the 
Russian government established in Petro- 
grad a credit of 150,000,000 rubles in favor 
of the banking group at a fixed ratio of 
3 rubles to $1. 


Part of the present loan, it is under- 
stood, will be used in paying for a por- 
tion of $50,000,000 railroad equipment or- 
der placed with American manufacturers 
about two months ago. 


Associated with the National City com- 
pany in the negotiations are J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., the Guarantee Trust com- 
pany, Kidder, Peabody & Co. and Lee, 
Higginson & Co. 
The loan will be a 
direct obligation of the imperial Rus- 
sian government.

CARGOES E 


New Condition for Safety of 
Neutral Ships is Now 
Eumored. 


London, Nov. 4.—A special dispatch 
from Amsterdam features a statement 
of the Berlin Kruz -Zeitung to the effect 
that Germany has decided to make the 
safety of neutral ships carrying neutral 
cargoes dependent upon guarantees that 
no part of such cargoes shall be landed, 
whether through British compulsion or 
not, at any British port. 
Such guaran- 
tees, according to the Kruz Zeitung, can 
consist only in formal undertakings by 
Great Britain and such an undertaking 
will be recognized by Germany only from 
case to ease. 


This is taken to mean ttat in event 
of any neutral cargo or part thereof be- 
in1 landed in England the German gov- 
ernment immediately will cease to re- 
cognize the inviolability of neutral ships. 
The i3erlin paper implies that the case 
of the Dutch freighter, 
Bloomersdijk, 
which Avas sunk by a German subma- 
rine off Nantucket on Oct. 8, will be 
argued along these lines and it will be 
contended that since the intermediate 
destination of the vessel was Kirkwall, 
there was no guarantee that the whole 
cargo would reach Holland. 
' The British press also infers from a 
Berlin dispatch summarized in the Koel- 
nische Zeitung, that Germany proposed 
to sink all neutral ships whether bearing 
neutral cargoes 
or 
otherwise, 
unless 
Great Britain consents to abandon the 
right to compel discharge at Kirkwall 
of any part of a neutral cargo suspected 
of having an enemy destination. 


BEIORSTO 
ENLARGING OF PARK 


Meeting of Property Own- 
ers May Be Called to 
Take Action. 


Following the meeting on Thursday 
evening in the Nebraska school, when 
those in attendance endorsed the pro- 
posed extension of Swinney park by tlie 
purchase of forty-five .acres of land on 
the west side of the St. Mary's river 
and the extending of Washington boule- 
vard to the Illinois road, plans are now 
under way for the calling of a meeting 
of property owners residing on the east 
Bide of the river. 


There is much objection to the pro- 
posed improvement, it being contended 
by many residents, especially tho^e liv- 
ing on the east side, that the benefits 
derived will not 
justify 
the expense 
that will be incurred. It is furtl)er con- 
tended by the objectors that the expense 
will be much more than would appear 
without investigation. The $40,000 rep- 
resents only the purchase of the laud 
for the enlarging of Swinney park and 
does not include the building of the 
roadway for the extension of Washing- 
ton boulevard, the proposed bridge over 
the St. Mary's river and contemplated 
park improvements. 


Every property owner on the cast 
side of the river between the tracks of 
the Nickel Plate and Pennsylvania rail- 
roads and west of Calhoim street, would 
be subject to assessment, according to 
Col. D. N. Foster at the meeting Thurs- 
day evening. 
These 
assessments 
will 
range from $1 to $35 against each lot 
for the purchase of the land. 
All of 
these things will be discussed at a meet- 
ing of residents of the east side of the 
river to be called in the near future.

S.—Himdreds of 
thousands of dollars are tied up in Kan- 
sas because of the car shortage, which 
makes i t impossible for farmers to ship 
their wheat. 
In the little market towns 
of the wheat belt, farmers' wagons, cov- 
ered with tarpaulins, are being used to 
store wheat. 


A few months ago, when it became 
certain there would be too few cars, 
sheds were built along the racks—tem- 
porary elevators to hold the grain durin;: 
what was expected to be a short period 
of congestion on the railroads. 


But the car shortage continues and 
grows worse. 
The temporary elevators 
are 
filled to their capacity. 
Wagons 
filled with wheat now stand about the 
streets in many Kansas towns. In some 
places wheat has been piled on floorings 
made of rails or boards, and covered 
with canvas.

William Fuelling, Aged 13, 
Dies Under Anaesthetic 
After Injury. 


In a post mortem examination of the 
body of William Fuelling, aged thirteen 
years, who died at the Lutheran hos- 
pital Friday evening a few Iiours after 
he had 
been caught 
beneath a 
large 
piano, it was discovered that death was 
directly due to choking which was caused 
by noodles lodging in the boy's lungs 
and trachea. 
Deputy Coroner Dr. E. H. 
Kruse investigated 
and conducted 
the 
autopsy. 


Death was indircctly due to injuries 
which the little fellow suffered at the 
close of school Friday afternoon when 
a piano which he and two other school 
boys were endeavoring to. move, fell on 
him. 
He was the .son of Mr. and IVIrs. 
William Fuelling, 2501 John street, and 
attended school 
at 
Zion's 
Lutheran 
church. 
He was a pupil in the class 
taught by Prof. William Bennhoff. 


While the children were filing into the 
cloak room to get their wraps iust a 
few minute-s before dismissal, Friday af- 
ternoon, the Fuelling boy and two ether 
boys decided to move the piano back into 
its place, as a favor to their teacher. In 
some unknown manner, the piano toppled 
over and caught the Fuelling boy. 
The 
tcacher was doing some work on the 
black board and did not hear the piano 
fall, Bo easily did it come down. 
The 
unfortunate lad gave out a scream and 
the teacher and a number of boys in the 
room ran to his assistance. 


It was seen that the boy was badly 
hurt and the Lutheran hospital was call- 
ed. Dr. Budd Van Sweringen was located 
and with a nurse rushed to the school 
building. 
The boy's hip was bandaged 
and lie ^aa then taken to the hospital. 
An X-Ray examination revealed a frac- 
tured thigh bone. 
' An anaesthetic was administered and 
the fracture Avas reduced. 
A 
second 
X-Ray picture was taken. 
The boy was 
put to bed and while coming out of tlie 
effccts of the ether ne vomited .is many 
patients do. 
Attendants noticed 
that 
his breathing was unnatural and before 
aid could be administered, fho boy died. 


Rev. Luehr and Prof. BennhofT were 
at the hospital during the operation and 
affer everything had been finished they 
left with the impression that the boy 
Avas in a good condition. 
They walked 
home and when the pastor arrived there 
was a message for him stating that he 
had passed away at the hospital. 


A post mortem was held which re- 
vealed that a portion of the food had 
lodged in his lungs. 
The decea.-cd is 
survived by the parents and two sisters.

Have Engaged Attorneys. 


First's aged father and his brother 
Frank, have engaged attorneys to de- 
fend the murderer, despite his protest 
against the step. 


Attorneys William Ryan, C. B. Aid- 
rich and Charles Ryan will wage the 
legal battle in First's behalf. They will 
take no open action in the matter until 
after the grand .iury, which will ex- 
amine the case, has made its report. 
First will not be allowed by his at- 
torneys 
to appear before the 
grand 
jury. 
His presence is not required by 
law. 


When asked if they 
would 
plead 
guilty before circuit court after First 
had been indict(-d. the reply from one 
of the lawyers Vvas: 
"We will not be 
governed by the preliminary plea of 
•guiUy' which First made 
in 
police 
court. 
We cannot determine our stand 
until we have gone more fully into de- 
tails of the case." 


Aged Father Visits 
Jail. 


First's aged father, David First, 83 
years old, was brought to Fort Wayne 
by F"rank First, brother of the accused 
man, Friday afternoon. 


The father, who wears a snowy beard 
and who leans heavily upon a cane, 
visited the county jail. 
He talked with 
his son for nearly two hours. 


First's mother is also living, it was 
learned from Frank First. 
She is past 
70 years old and stays on the farm 
near South Whitley. 
She is in very 
poor health, as she was operated upon 
a short time ago because of a cancer- 
ous growth. 


Frank First, who lives on a farm 
two miles from the place Charles First 
farmed, engaged the attorneys for his 
brother. 


Did Not "Want a Lawyer. 


"It is no u.se spending money for a 
lawyer," Charles First argued with his 
brother, at the county jail, Friday af- 
ternoon. 


Frank First said he had read that his 
brother's life was at stake and had de- 
termined on legal protection. 


"1 a t least want to know how things 
are going and I believe we can save 
Charley's life," Frank First said. 


The aged father said he would I'eturn 
for a visit with his son at the jaili (;th- 
er relatives of First are expected to call 
on him on Siuiday. 
First said he ex- 
pected to see his children Sunday 
Lawyer Confers With

Attorney William Ryan, who will lead 
the fight to save the life of First, called 
at the jail, Friday, at noon.

"[ won't talk with reporters," First 
said.

"Will Surely Plead Guilty. 


It is not likely that the defense wiil 
make a stand on grounds that First is 
j'ot guilty of the murder of Mrs. Keller. 
I'rosecution has taken every precaution 
to make such a deiense preposi erou?.

New Yo|rk, Nov. 4.—Charles E, Hughes 
in the first of a series of five noonday 
campaign speeches here today 
declared 
that "rights cease to be rights if they are 
not enforced, and there will be no last- 
ing peace if the riation's honor is not 
maintained. 


"There has been of late, it seems to 
me, a growing tide of sentiment in this 
country," he said. "The American people 
know very well what policies are essen- 
tial to their welfare. They are not like- 
ly to be deceived by any delusive state- 
ments with respect to either peace 
or 
prosperity. 


"There will be no lasting peace if the 
nation's honor is not maintained. 
There 
is no lasting security unless 
American 
rights are fearlessly maintained through- 
out the world. Our peace depends on t b 
confidence and esteem which we secure 
and hold by justice, firmness, by cour- 
tesy and by the manifestation of 
that 
courageous and indomitable spirit which 
gave us our country and preserved the 
integrity of our country. 


"That is not the path toward war, that 
is the way to maintain our self respect. 
Rights cease to be rights if they are not 
enforced. 
It is not that we should liave 
a policy of aggression, it is not that we 
should make a braggart assertion of our 
claims that we should go through 
the 
world boastful or truculent, but it is that 
wherever our flag flies the American citi- 
zen who is lawfully pursuing his work 
should know that it is the symbol of full 
protection to him exercising his rights 
wherever he may happen to be, whether 
it is on land or on the high seas. 


"There are those 
who 
attempt 
to 
make political capital out of the pros- 
perity we now enjoy. 
Everyone knows 
how suddenly it arose and how sudden- 
ly it is likely to depart. 
Our friends on 
the other side made very eloquent prom 
ises. 
The promises they 
make 
now 
could not be more eloquent than those 
they made four years ago. 
They told 
us they were going to achieve extraordi- 
narj' things. 
They wore going to reduce 
the cost of living; they were going tc 
increase the opportunities 
for 
laboi-; 
they were 
going to provide 
adequate 
revenue for the 
government 
through 
their new system. 
They wore going tn 
aflford new opportunities to new Amer- 
ican enterprises. 
Tliey haven't toucherl 
the high cost of living; that inseparable 
companion, that unwelcome guest, 
the 
high cost of living, is still witli us a 
little higher 
and 
little 
stronger 
than 
ever before. 
Instead of 
reducing 
the 
cost of living, the opportunities for mak- 
ing a living were reduced. 
We have not 
forgotten the conditions which obtained 
twenty-two months ago. 
What is the 
reason for the present prosperity?" 


"The reason," Mr. Hughes said, "lay 
in the European war and the demand.« 
for American goods created by the war." 


The nominee went into details as to 
conditions abroad, reiterating that 
the 
industrial plants of most of the belliger- 
ent nations had not been touched by the 
war and that Europe would be better

row boat with the only two sinrvivors of 
the undersea boat in an. endeavor to re- 
move the only witnesses and has since

victims, who 
were almost miraculously saved, from 
giving thè jiews to their own govern- 
ment. 


The incident, according to the admir- 
alty, occurred on Sept. 24, 1915, and has 
only just been learned of through an 
invalided prisoner transferred to Swit« 
zcrland.

Colenel Stephens then experimented 
on foods, finally coming to the con- 
clusion that the digestion would 
be 


healhiest where a little of every variety 
of food was eaten in the course of a 
week's time.

drinking water.

Never eat when frightened or angry. 
Tea affects the nerves; coffee clogs 
the liver, and so 
do all 
alcohoiic 
drinks.. 


If you are a smoker, smoke mild 
domestic cigars. 


A clean com cob pipe that absorbs 
the nicotine, is the most wholesome 
smoke of all. 
Gargle the throat after 
smoking cigarettes, which are usual'y 
doped. 


When you arise in the morning take 
a cold bath and rub with a crash 
towel. 


Colonel Stephens will be 75 years Did 
November 9. 
His favorite exercise is 
rowing.

J. Frank Hanly, former governor of 
Indiana, now completing a tour of the 
country as the prohibition nominee for 
president, declared his stand on the cam- 
paign issues in addresses delivered Fri- 
day night at Plymouth 
Congregational 
church and in the assembly room of „the 
court house. Ira Landrith, prohibition 
candidate for vice-president, spoke with 
Mr. Hanly. 


The prohibition nominee asserted he 
was for the eight-hour day, r^sonable 
military preparedness, world court of ar- 
bitration for international questions, a 
non-partisan tariff commission, recipro- 
cal trade relations and the social welfare 
of the country as effected through pro- 
hibition. 


Wrong of the Traffic. 


"There are many things which impel 
me to participation in this nation-wide 
campaign, but the principal one is the 
infinite wrong the beverage liquor traf- 
fic does to the childhood of our country," 
said the nominee. In my state tonight 
there are more than a thousand children 
in the custodial, correctional care of the 
commonwealth under sixteen years of 
age, some of them only six years of age. 
They ought to be in their mother's arms 
now. 
Instead 
they are clothed and 
housed at the expense of the state. 


"I visited many times as governor 
these children, looked into their faces 
and read in lack-luster eye, in degener- 
ate countenance, in deformed, misshapen 
bodies, in crooked, twisted limbs the 
proof of the pitable fact that these chil- 
dren are atoning for the sin of someone 
else. 
They never had a chance, they 
never had a square deal for the records 
show that more than 650 of them had 
drunken fathers or mothers. 
They were 
wronged in the moment of their concep- 
tion. 
They were disinherited at their 
birth and their destiny was fixed from 
the beginning.' 


Landrith Speaks. 


"Vritli Hanly in the white house and 
Landrith in the president's chair of the 
United States senate, a majority of both 
houses of congress would break all the 
prefcdents and violate all the political 
speed laws on the water wagon," asserted 
Mr. Landrith. "There are enough nation- 
al prohibitionists to elect us and if they 
want prohibition and every worth while 
tiling for which all other parties stand— 
for our platform declares unequivocally 
for every good thing and against every 
bad thing in government, economical, so- 
cial and moral—then they will act like 
patriots and not like enslaved partisans 
on November 7. 


Must Elect Ticket. 


Mr. Landrith asserted that the early 
day of reckoning must come to politicians 
and political parties whose silence gives 
consent to both the lawless and licensed 
saloon and that the day »of judgment 
should be hastened by electing the pro- 
hibition ticket in 1916. "If you desire 
national prohibition at once, that is the 
quicket and surest way of getting it," 
declared the candidate. 


"How^ long, think j-oii, will the sover- 
eign voters in 'diy' territory and their 
eqiiaily worthy fellow-patriots in wet 
territory allow the laws of fifty-eight out 
of every hundred Americans be abrogated 
and annulled by the national congress 
and presidents who wink at liquor ship- 
n.ents in dry territory and who compel 
the federal mail carriers to insult the 
homes of decency by delivering liquor ad- 
vertisements into prohibition territory?" 
asked 3ir. Landrith. The speaker decried 
the fact that a government» like ours 
would tolerate as civically respected and 
I law protected an institution that is out- 
lawed as criminal in eighty-one of every 
hundred acres of that government's do- 
main.

Strange to say, it 
Is not a, series of kicks, as its appella- 
tion would appear to indicate, but a 
elngle place kick In which several play- 
ers assist in tho holding of tho ball while 
jmother supplies tho propelling power. 


It is a development of the old try for

quarterback after receiving the ball from 
the center dropped to one knen and held 
the spheroid while the fullback or pome 
other player tried to convert the drive 
Into a. field goal.
